6. (Original) The system of claim 2, wherein the logger logs errors. 



7. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the driver receives input comprising a 
level of logging to be performed. 



8. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the XML document comprises at least 
one action to be performed to test a software system and identifies an executor to execute the 
at least one action. 
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9. (Original) The system of claim 1 , wherein the XML document specifies at lejast 
one action to be performed to initialize the software system. 

10. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the XML document specifies at lqast 
one action to be performed to test the software system. 



1 1 . (Original) The system of claim 10, wherein the XML document specifies at 
one expected result of performing the at least one action.

12. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the XML document specifies at least 
one action to restore the software to a testable state. 



13. (Currently Amended) A method of testing software comprising: 

determining at least one option associated with executing at least one action in a j 
process, the action specifiable in an XML test case, wherein the XML test case specifies an 
executor for executing the at the least one action; 

associating the at least one action with an executor capable of executing the at legist 
one action; and 



executing the action. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 13 wherein the action comprises initializing .a 
global testing environment. 



15. (Original) The method of claim 13 wherein the action comprises initializing a 
testing environment for a single iteration of the test case.

23. (Original) A computer-readable medium including computer-executable 
instructions for: 

determining at least one option associated with executing at least one action in a process, the 
action specifiable in an XML test case, wherein the XML specifies an executor for executing 
the at the least one action: 

associating the at least one action with an executor capable of executing the at least 
one action; and 

executing the action. 
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
